Sorghum makes a sour 
siiage, aud the legumes, such as clover 
and alfalfa, 'are liable to rot unless special 
care is taken lo thoroughly j.ack the si- 
lage aud force out the air. The fermen- 
tations which take place in leguminous | 
ullage are more extensive, aud iu conse- 
quence tlie loss of food materials is 
greater ll.au with corn.

n lathes' mill gents’ restaurant in a 
street culled the Calle tie los Forty- 
seven Inconsolable Saints. When our 
credit played out there Liverpool, whose 
stomach overshadowed his sensations 
nf noblesse oblige, married t’hica.

Not nil the radiant energy which en- 
ters the eye Is active in the process 
of producing the sensation of light. No , 
doubt it is fair to assume thnt at least , 
tills “inactive” energy is absorbed by 
the eye media and transformed Into j 
heat. This should cause an Increase | 
in temperature In the eye. which Inis ; 
led some to hold that this is the cause 
of irritation and fatigue. There is a 
general feeling that artificial light Is 
more fatiguing than daylight which \ 
contains far less energy u lumen sec 
ond than the light from ordinary arti 
Acini illuuilnants. Of course. If it be 
true that artificial light under the same 
conditions of diffusion, intensity, sur- 
roundings, retinal adaptation, etc.. Is 
really more irritating and fatiguing 
than daylight, it is wise to look to the 
spectral character of the radiation as 
a probable cause. However, there are 
no actual data which prove that arti 
fleial light is more discomforting than 
daylight when all conditions excepting 
the spectral character of the radiation 
are the same.— Electrical World.

ELBRIDGE TORREY DEAD 

Native of Sooth Weymouth Pastes 
Away At His Hoaie In Dorchester 
On Friday Last. 

Elbrldgc Torrey, one of the most snc- 
cessful and finest men this town ever 
produced, passed away last Friday at Ills 
home in Dorchester, at the age of 77 
years 

Mrs. Torrey was the son of .Joseph and 
Harriett (Wade) Torrey and was born In 
South Weymouth September 17, 1737. 
Ills early education was received In the 
Weymouth schools, after which he took 
a classical course at Pierce Academy at 
Mtddleboro and at the Stale Normal 
School at Bridgewater. 

After leaving school, he spent a few 
years teaching, after which he went 
abroad, studying in Berlin and Paris, and 
traveling through Switzerland, Italy and 
other European countries. 

On his return from abroad he entered 
the business world In Boston. 

In 187G he was elected a corporate 
member of the American Board of com- 
missioners of Foreign Missions and at 
the same time was made a member of the 
prudential committee, on which he ser- 
ved for 17 years, resigning In 18H3 
While a member of this committee he 
was oue of a delegation of three who 
were sent out by the board iti the spring 
of 1883 to visit the churches and mission- 
ary stations of the Turkish missions. 
For several years he was one of the 
trustees of the Jatl'ua College in Ceylon. 

On October 14, 18(12, Mr. Torrey was 
married to Alice White Shaw, daughter 
of Theron Vinson and Rebecca T. (Col- 
burn) Shaw of Weymouth 

' Burial of Mrs. Florence Loud. 

The funeral of Mrs. Florence Loud took 
place from the chapel in the Village cem- 
etery, Wednesday affernoon, and was pri- 
vate, only the relatives and a few friends 
attending. The casket was almost hid- 
den from view by the many beautiful Mo- 
ral tributas. The service was conducted 
by Kev I,. W. Attwood, a former pastor 
of the Second Universalist church, South 
Weymouth, of which deceased was for 
years an attendant. Miss Alice M Bel- 
cher of liandolph sang “Sometime We’ll 
Understand” and “There Will Be No Sor- 
row There.”

It pays to fu«s a little with the cows, 
ami they r**ll«h a little change In diet, w ith 
some dainties added, as well as we do. 

It la a wise precaution to fumigate 
your inenhator with formaldehyde before 
plarina your eggs in it for hatching. 

Every unkind treatment to the cow 
poisons the milk— even talking unkindly 
to her. 

Milking should be done as nearly at the 
same hour of the day as possible. Cows 
do better when trained to regularity In 
milking. 

Watch the hired man with your horses 
j If they cringe, dodge or show signs of 
fear wnlle with him, take my advlc** ami 
' “flre" him. A good horse Is spoiled when 
he is a victim of fear. 

Poultry diseases, just like other dis- 
eases, are favored by uusanitary sur- 
roundings, spoiled food, stale and dirty 
drinking water, and poorly ventilated and 
lusullidcntlv lighted coops. 

The very llrst law of animal health is 
; pure water and pure air aud a reasonable 
, amount of exercise, and no animal can be 
properly developed In all of Its organs and 
functions unless It Is provided with these 
three essentials. 

Now is a very good time to save out 
the best pullets to take the place of the 
discarded hens this fall. It pays to keep 
the best stock in order to get good re- 
sults, and this cau be done in no other 
way any better than by constantly culling 
and picking. 

The best compost for “all fruit tree," 
I (without endeavoring to suit the specific 
wauts of each particular fruit), is a com- 
post of peat, or swamp muck, reduced, or 
rendered available to plants, by unleached 
wood ashes. The peat should, if possible, 
be dug aud carted out in winter, though 
it will answer if dug in the spring. 

With all animals, upon the first year's 
growth, depends in a large measure their 
f utre size anp usefulness. If they grow 
well during the first mouths of their life 
they will turn out to he good animals' 
while if they are carelessly liaudled and 
half starved they will become stunted and 
w ill not mature iuto valuable animals. 


Farm Implements — should all be put in 
perfect order, ready for use in the spring; 
if any need painting, a coat applied now 
will get hardened through the winter, and 
thus last twice ns loijg as when applied 
just before the implement is wanted for 
use. Everything of the kind should be 
placed under cover. 

When woodland is to be cleared for 
permanent pasture, do not clear too much 
in one winter. If more land is cleared in 
proportion to the animals to graze on it, 
sprouts ami other undesirable growth w ill 
take (lie land before a good stand of grass 
can be secured, ami much hand labor w ill 
tie required to subdue the growth. Make 
the animals, as far as possible, eat oil and 
kill the sprouts. 

It is impossible for iis to raise a crop, 
of any kind, without exhausting the soil 
The greater the crop the more the soil 
most be exhausted If we use anything 
to make the substance of the soil more 
active, the consequence must be the ex- 
haustion of the soil, unless plants can 
grow out of nothing; as well as out of 
good soil. 

Wiieu w e see a farmer bending all his 
energies to improve Ills farm, and making 
Inquiries as to the beat methods of hus- 
bandry, patronizing agricultural papers, 
ami taking due interest In agricultural 
fairs, associations, etc; when we hear him 
inquiring fur improved stock, seeds, and 
fruit trees, we say that this man is bound 
to prosper. 

A horse's stomach is small; a colt's is 
-mailer. Compelling a colt to subsist on 
on coarse, bulky dry feed alone can not 
possibly supply its growing demands. It 
should have choice hay aud grain Good 
clover or alfalfa hav i» best, as either of 
these supply protelu and miueral matter 
' fur the building of hone and muscle, of 

graius, uats are the best If clover or 
alfalfa hay is fed, a mixture of oats aud 
corn may be used lirau is also a good 
feed for the colt, aud it may be mixed 
w itii cither oats oi corn 


Where hilly land Is used for orchard 
purposes. It should tlrst lie cleared amt 
either pastured or cultivated till all the 
sprouts and wild growth have been killed 
out. Fighting sprouts In an orchard Is 
slow expensive and vexatious work. 
Where rucks and sprouts are mixed, tne 
ow ner must have the atrength of a Hon, 
the patience of Job, and the sweet temper 
of an angel— a worthy combination of 
| vlitues — In order to retain a happy frame 
of mind and to gather choice fruit* after 
a term of years. It Is better to plant the 
orchard on good, tillable land and turn 
the rocky, brushy land to some other pur- 
pose.

ALASKA'S MIGHTY RIVER. 

The Yukon Is Navigable For a Stretch 
of Over 2, ICO Miles. 

Dismiss from your mind nny notion 
Unit i lie Yukon river Is n puny stream 
fed by eternal glneiers and trickling 
sway lo the sen. It is n river so 
mighty Hint it can spread out over n 
width of sixty miles on the Yukon 
finis and still have depth enough In tile 
main channel to limit heavily laden 
freight steamers. From Its month 
(near St. Miehucl) at the Bering sea 
It Is navigable nil the way to White 
Horse, in the Yukon territory of Can- 
ndit, nn unbroken stretch of over 2.1(H) 
miles— two-thirds of the distance from 
New York to Sun Francisco. Add to 
tills the navigable water of Its tribu- 
taries— 370 miles on the Innoko river. 
320 on the Idltnrod, 020 on the Koytt- 
kttk and 302 miles on the Tatiana— and 
you will begin to have a fair idea of 
what a big river we have In our great 
empire beneath the Northern Lights. 

The valley drained by this wonderful 
river system of the north Is the hope 
of Alnskn. The wealth of the past and 
of today lias conic from mines and 
fisheries, and the lifetime of all milling 
regions is briefer even than human 
life. It lias been only a few years, 
you remember, since the Klondike was 
the most active mining camp in the 
world. Today It is a valley long since 
deserted by tile individual miner and 
turned over to two big dredging com- 
panies. which work the low grade tail- 
ings. And these also must shortly 
pass.— Edgar Allen Forbes in Leslie’s.

1912.

[Chai\ 280, Acts ok 1912] 

AN ACT KKI.ATIVK TO RKt’OItTS AND 

RECORDS OK RIHTIIS. 

He it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. Physicians and mid- 
wives shall, within forty-eight hours 
after the birth of every child in cases 
of which they were in charge, mail or 
deliver to the clerk or registrar of 
the city or town in which the birth 
occurred, a notice stating the date 
and place of the birth, giving the 
street and number, if any, the num- 
ber of the ward in a city and the 
family name. Failure to mnil or 
deliver the said notice shall be pun- 
ished by a line not exceeding twenty- 
live dollars for each offence. The 
notice required by this section need 
not be given if the notice required by 
the following section is given within 
forty-eight horns after the birth oc- 
curs. 

Section 2. Physicians and mid- 
wives shall make and keep a record 
of the birth of every child in cases of 
which they were in charge and shall, 
within fifteen days after the birth,, 
mail or deliver to the clerk or regis- 
trar of the city or town in which the 
birth occurred, a report of the birth, 
stating the date and place, the name, 
if any, of the child, its sex and color, 
and the names, ages, places of birth, 
occupations ami residence of the 
parents, giving the street number, if 
there be uny, and the number of the 
ward in a city, the maiden name of 
the mother, and whether or not the 
physician or midwife signing the 
birth return personally attended the 
birth. If the child is illegitimate, 
the name und other facts relating to 
the father shall not be stated except 
at the request in writing of both the 
father and mother filed with the re- 
turn. The record to be kept by the 
physician or midwife, as above pro- 
v ided, shall also contain the facts 
hereby required to be reported to the 
city or town clerk. The fee of the 
physician or midwife shall be twenty- 
five cents for every birth so reported, 
which shall be paid by the city or 
town where the report is made, upon 
presentation to the city or ,4owu 
treasurer of a certificate frouu the 
city or town clerk stating that the 
said birth has been properly reported 
to him. The report required be 
made by this section is in udditiou 
to the report required to be made 
by the preceding section, and 
as above provided, if made 
within forty-eight hours of the 
birth, the report required by the 
preceding section shall not be re- 
quired. A physician or midwife who 
neglects to make ami keep the record 
hereby required, or who neglects to 
report iu the maimer specified above, 
each birth within fifteen days there- 
after, shall for each offence forfeit a 
sum not exceeding twenty-five dol- 
lars. The city or town clerk or reg- 
istrar shall tile daily with the local 
Itoard of health a list of all births re- 
ported to him, giving tiie following 
facts : date of birth, sex, color, fam- 
ily name, residence, wurd, physician 
or midwife. 

Section .1. Section three of chap- 
ter twenty-nine of the Revised Laws, 
us amended by chapter ninety-three 
of the acts of tlis year nineteen hun- 
dred am) ten, is hereby repealed.

When the catnip wns brought near 
them they became nearly frantic. 
They were given some and devoured 
It, stem, leaf and blossom, with an 
eagerness that equaled the noise of 
their cries 

Next trinl wns made on an African 
leopard Before the keepers had reach 
ed the front of the enge he had bound 
ed from the shelf whereon he lay. np 
parently asleep, and stood expectant 
A double handful of entnip wns passed 
through to the floor of the den. 

Never was the prey of this spotted 
African In Ills wild state pounced 
upon more savagely or with such nhso 
lute enjoyment First the leopard ate 
a mouthful of the stuff, then lay flat 
on his hnck and wiggled through the 
green mass until Ids black spotted yel 
low Idile wns filled with the odor, Just 
as you have sen n cut act when It re 
celves some catnip. 

Then he sat on a bunch of the cat 
nip, caught n leaf laden stem up In 
either paw nnd rubbed Ills cheeks, 
chin, nose, eyes nnd head. He ate an 
additional mouthful or two nnd then 
Jumped hnck to Ills shelf, where he 
Iny the rest of the afternoon, the very 
picture of contentment 

In one tiger’s cage there Is a very- 
young but full grown animal. When ! 
this great surly beast Inhaled the first 
sniff of the catnip he began to mew 
like a kitten. Up to this time the soft j 
est note of his voice had been one I 
which put the roar of the big tnnned 
lion near him to shame. 

That vicious tiger fairly reveled In 
the liberal allowance of the plant 
which wns thrust into Ids cage. lie 
rolled about In It nnd played like n 
six-weeks old kitten lie mewed nnd 
purred, tossed It about, ate of It and 
after getting about ns liberal a dose 
as the leopard had. likewise Jumped 
to his shelf and blinked lazily the rest 
of the day.— New York Herald. 

HIS MOST ANXIOUS MOMENT. 

When Dewey Feared He Might Be 
Branded a* a Coward. 

Admiral Dewey tells in his autobl 
ogrnpliy the story of Ids most anxious 
moment It was when he wns execu 
tlve officer of the warship Mississippi 
After passing the forts at New Orleans 
Ids ship was about to sink under fire, 
and l In* crow had to he taken olf In 
boats. There were not enough boats, 
and the danger of a magazine explo- 
sion became so great that the crews 
showed increasing hesitation In return- 
ing for another load (in a sudden Ira 
pulse Dewey jumped Into one of the 
boats to go after the rowers and coin- 1 
pel them to return He continues: 

“Not until we were free of the ship 
did I have a second thought in realiza- 
tion of what I had done. 1 had left 
my ship In distress when It Is the rule 
that the last man to leave her should 
be the captain, and 1 as executive otfi 
cer should he next to t lie last 

“That was the most anxious moment 
of my career What if a shot should 
Rink the boat? What if a rifle bullet | 
should get me? All the world would 
say that I had been guilty of about ns 
craven an act as can he placed at the 
door of an officer This would not he 
pleasant reading for my father up In 
Vermont. He would no longer tldnk 
that I had done the ’rest’ reasonably 
well If the ship should tilow up 
while I was away nnd I should appear 
on the reports as saved probably peo- 
ple would smile over my explanation ’' j 

As it turned out. however, the mnga 
elite did not explode, and Dewey’s 
presence was needed to bring the boat ! 
wows hnck and snve the men still on 
the sinking ship.

Yver a Billion In Treasure Said to Be 
Sunk In Its Muddy Bed. 

Legend lias ii that for more than 500 
>eai> the lake of Uuntivltn, at an ele- 
vation of lo.ooo feet in Bolivia, tins 
not only been held sacred to the gods 
of the Indian tribes, hut Into Its wa- 
ters the natives, xvltli solemn ceremo- 
ny, us«l to cast their gold nnd silver 
ornaments, gems and other valuables 
as an offering to pr ipHlnto the evil 
spirits. It has been estimated that In 
this manner treasure to the amount of 
$1,500,000,000 found Its xvn.v to the bot- 
tom of tlie lake.

Instead of a 
clear bottom, txventy-llve feet of mud 
covering the treasure. In all this com- 
pany spent $75,000 and recovered lint 
$10,000 worth of gold and Jewels be- 
fore they, too, abandoned the search.

All historians agree that Peter the 
Great of Russia was a man of various 
accomplishments.

His object xvas to 1 
study the construction of ships that 
tlie information gained as an ordinary 
workman might aid him In establish- I 
Ing a first eliiss navy in Ids oxvn conn- j 
try. He also studied anatomy and , 
seemed to delight In dissecting human l 
tiodies. lie is said to have acted as 
executioner on several occasions, one ! 
being when, after the siege of Narva, 
certain soldiers disobeyed orders, 
whereupon lie sentenced them to death 
nnd killed them himself. He xvas also 
wont to fiog criminals xvltli Ills oxvn 1 
hands. 

He practiced as a surgeon in his oxvn 
country, where he xvas accustomed to 
perform amputations as xvell as to 
bleed persons and draw teeth. In Ills 
pockets he usually carried a ease of 
surgical instruments. His versatility 
Is Indicated by the relics preserved in 
Peter’s museum, St. Petersburg, xvhere 
there are ship models, a chandelier and 
other tron articles and ivory figures, 
all his oxvn construction. In the same 
place there Is at present on exhibition 
a wax model of the great emperor 
wearing a pair of shoes and a xvlg 
made by himself.— London Standard.

Essential Problem of State Ip- 
pears to Be financial 

KEEPIN6 DOWN OF TIX RITE 

Governor Will Give Immediate Atten- 
tion to the Matter — Battle Over

Proposed Central Purchasing 
Agency — Flood of Petitions Foi j 
Legislation — Civil Service Extension 

Governor Walsh had hardly got 
throui.li three days of his adnitnlstra- | 
tton before lie turned to Lieutenant 
Governor Garry and remarked that, | 
stripped ol all political fog. the real ; 
essential problem of a state adminls- j 
tratlon is the ttnanrlal side of it. 

The attention ot the governor liail 
been called to the fact that the re- 
quests from heads of departments had 
mounted up to about $22,000,000, 
and that other requests were coming 
Into the legislature which were pulling 
that ttgure up to around $30,000,000. 

And in tills connection the govern- 
or was obliged to reflect that the 
state had raised last year the sum of 
$8,000,000 only by taxation, and that 
if the state tax goes above that this 
year there will lie a disagreeable 
noise from the people that pay the 
taxes. 

The governor wants to arrive at 
permanent economy by a substantial 
cut In the number of commissions and 
a central purchasing agency. This, 
of course, is all for the. future. The 
immediate problem is to keep down 
the tax rate for the current year. 

Chairman Colo or the commission 
on economy and efilctency has advised 
the governor that this can he done by 
sinking the knife into the appropria- 
tions for now buildings, by cutting 
appropriations for maintenance and by 
holding down salary bills. 

The Unpaid Boards’ Fight 
One of the prettiest fights in the j 
line of public service is hound to come j 
over the suggestion of a central pur- ; 
chasing agency and the abolition of 
the unpaid hoards. 

'I'he principle of unpaid boards is 
well established in the state and in 
cities and towns. U|x>n them are 
many worthy people, some of whom 
pay a groat deal of attention to the ; 
institutions which they serve, and | 
some of whom pay very little, if any. j 
'i'he commission on economy and j 
efficiency lias criticised them rather 
severely, hut they have strong friends \ 
In the legislature, and are showing 
signs of preparing for a hard cam- 
paign. 

White Slave Reports 

The commission for the study ot 
the so-called white slave question has 
asked for more time to report and lias 
been granted more time, so that the 
white slave report will not be sent 
to the legislature until about the lirst 
of February. 

’I'he medical side of the question is 
being covered by Dr. Walter Fernald 
ot Wnverley . while the* legal and court 
side ot ii ! s in the bands of Edwin 
Mulready of t lie probation commis- 
sion in Boston. 

While the commission is saying very 
little about itself it is understood 
that the reason lor the delay is due to 
file study of many cases of social 
evil . 

New Immigration Law 

Drastic laws against the exploita- 
tion of immigrants is to be the key- 
note ot tin* report oi t lie immigration 
commission. This prevention is to he 
accomplished through the medium ot 
a permanent immigration commission 
similar to the one which lias existed 
in li e slate ol New York for a num- 
ber ot years. All persons doing a 
promotion business with immigrants 
must be licensed. Just as the foreign 
banking institutions are chartered by 
the state. The commission finds that 
the most f’uitful source of trouble, 
comes from the sellers of take real 
estate transactions and small stores. 

Get Your Bill Ready 
Next Saturday is the last day fot 
tiling legislation for the coming year, 
it is well that this warning should lie 
sounded, because there are annually 
scores ol people who walk laboriously 
up Deacon hill with some pet meas- 
ure. only to find that the time foi 
the admission of new legislation lias 
expo i d . 

Alter the time limit hills can be in- 
troduced only under a suspension ot 
the rules, and that somebody forgot 
fs not a sufficient excu-e for having 
the rules suspended. It seems that 
not many people are forgetting, how- 
ever, inasmuch as the number of pe- 
titions tor legislation are several 
hundred higher than they were last 
year at this time. The last time is 
Jan 17 at G if you want your griev- 
ance soU'-d by this legislature. 

Stretching Civil Service 
Last year the legislature extended 
the cloak of the civil service law over 
the assistant assessors. Some of the 
politicians did not like the bill, but 
those who happened to be holding the 
tssessing jobs liked it very well. Now 
along come the officers, attendants 
and employes of state institutions foi 
the care of the insane 

The stau institutions have been 
been among the last to be caught up 
in the civil service snowball, which, 
in Die course of the next tew years, 
will have touched practically every 
branch ot the public set vice.

Not long before the revolution in

In anorexia, gastric 
atony, ulcer and incipient cancer, and 
to convalescents from ncute disease, as 
It Is likely to improve the appetite and 
to excite lhe stomach to Increased 
motor and chemical activity. 

Hut to the large number of dyspep- 
tics whose stomachs are hyperacid or 
hypersensitive Dr. I’ron would forbid 
the oyster as well as all other stimu- 
lating foods. In many of these dys- 
peptics the gastric secretion is already 
sullicicnt. and It Is unnecessary and 
unwise to increase it. — New York

SINGING TO A PHONOGRAPH. 

One of the Most Trying O'rieals In an 
Opera Artist'* Career. 

Specially const rmted violins cell or. 
tubas, drums and reed instruuietits 
art* required as amiiiipiiniinen! to I lit* 
grand opera singer when tie oi she 
essays to watt the voice upon a phono- 
graph record And It Is safe to say 
this singing to the phonograph is the 
most trying ordenl In (lie artist a ca- 
reer 

Singers like Cnniso, Melba. Fnrrnr, 
Amato and a host of others are outti*d 
In declaring the singing for records 
is the hardest work they ever have 
undertaken They are bereft or their 
audiences Hint Inspire confidence, and 
they necessarily must be careful to 
avoid false notes or Inflections The 
sllgliiest clearing of the throat or t ho 
umtlled sliiillling ol feet will spoil a 
record And then It all lias to tie done 
over again 

The singer Is ushered Into a great 
bnnilike room, curtained off at one 
end. Through tills curtain protrudes 
a gigantic brass horn, suspended from 
t he celling It is attached to the pho- 
nograph record 

It Is then the singer notices a bevy 
of musicians, hut with Instruments 
the like of which he never lias seen 
In any theater. The violins are of 
different shapes from the Instruments 
with which lie Is familiar. The horns 
are of varied shapes, and to eneh la 
attached a little funnel that points 
In the direction of the large receiving 
horn Tills Is to concentrate ttie sound. 

The conductor sits on a platform 
high above his musicians and the 
singer. Thus he offers no obstruction 
to the free transmission of the sound 
waves. The singer Is stationed upon 
n platform and close to the month 
i of ttie horn 

A red light flashes, the musicians 
pour forth light, soft melody, for 
which their Instruments nre particu- 
larly designed, and the grand opern 
artist loosens Ids vocal cords His tone 
must he sternly and strong. The 
slightest variation Is recorded upon 
the wax record, and a trivial noise 
may spoil the performance. Once he 
has finished, the record Is placed upon 
a producing machine and played over 
to detect faults. These errors nre 
pointed out and the singer rehearsed 
to prevent them Again he repents 
the song, and perhaps n dozen times 
he Is forced to sing before n perfect 
wax impression is obtained. 

Great grand opern artists nre paid 
thousands of dollars for a series of rec- 
ords. and tlie snle of these brings mil- 
lions to the manufacturers.- Indian- 
apolis Star

(n the American Magazine David 
Warfield, giving his stage experiences, 
fells how terrible it is from the actor's 
point of view to be hissed: 

"I next appeared tit the Wigwam, 
telling sto'-i“ S and giving imitations. 

I came a terrible cropper, something 
tearful 1 1 was second in the bill, 

which is the worst place hut one. I 
shall novel forget ilic anxiety I felt 
on that occasion as I stood in the 
wings waiting for my turn to go on. . 
At last I appeared before the foot- 
lights. The audience was drifting in. 
tlm tiling In in a desultory way I could 
not get its attention. It was awful, 
awful. The few friends I had there 
applauded me. lint the others hissed. 

It sounded as if 10.000 steam pipes 
had hurst. A hiss to a sensitive man— 
and all actors are sensitive since till 
nre vain— Is like the strike of a rat 
tlesnnke. It Is so venomous, so cruel, 
so unnecessary ! It In as if you had 
done the people out In front nn injury 
with malice prepense instead of having I 
sincerely tried to please them You 
don't even dare to face your own 
mother; you're so dreadfully guilty.” 

Got on Dangerous Ground. 

Telling of his experience in Jolo. iu 
the Philippines, 11 writer In the New 
York Times says; "When I was first 
picking up some of their language 
there run toward me one day a hand- 
somely dressed little boy. bis mother 
following at a distance. I picked the 
boy up and asked Ills mother bow 
much he was worth.

London Society at First Rebelled 
Againet Waltz and Polka. 

When the waltz first appeared In 
London it raised n social rumpus. The 
dunce cume from Poland to London 
by way of Portsmouth, w here Its ad- 
vantages were at once apparent to 
the women, though the men did not 
much like seeing other men clasping 
their wives it wns llrst danced ut 
Almnek’s in London by Lnrly Jersey 
and two or three of her friends, and 
society was riven from top to bottom 
into the wultzers am] nntl-wultzers. In 
spite of Lady Jersey’s powerful influ- 
ence, there seemed little chance of the 
acceptance of the waltz. In 1810 the 
allied sovereigns came to London and 
visited Almnck’s. There they .kilned in 
the waltz and removed it from the 
realm of discussion. The waltz needed 
but three sovereigns to make it re- 
spectable. 

The polka excited almost ns much 
controversy us the waltz on Its first in 
{reduction into England. Lady Dor- 
jtby Nevill recalls n scene 11 1 a ball in 
tbe late thirties when a deputation of 
Indies bogged the hostess, Mrs. Spencer 
Stanhope, to allow the polka to be 
danced by six ladles who understood 
It. Permission being accorded, the six 
Btepped out with their partners, nil of 
them, curiously enough, dressed In 
black, which caused people to say it 
was a chimney sweep's dance. Ex- 
traordinary excitement was created b.v 
the Innovation, Lnrly Jersey, the Ditch 
ess of Bedford and a number of other 
women clambering up on the chulrs 
and benches to gain a better view. 



History of the Saw. 

The earliest tool tliut has been traced 
In Egyptian history is the saw. It was 
found first in the form of a notched 
bronze ktdfe in the third dynasty, or 
about 6,000 yours before the Christian 
era. and was followed in the fourth 
and fifth dynasties hy lurger toothed 
suws. which were used by carpenters, 
but there nre no dated specimens until 
the seventh century before the Chris- 
tian era. when the Assyrians used iron 
saws. The first knives on record were 
made out of flint und were, in fact 
saws witli minute teeth. They prob- 
ably were used for cutting up animals, 
as the teeth would break away even 
on soft wood Rasps, which are but 
a form of saw. were first made of 
sheets of bronze punched and colled 
round, but the Assyrians In the sev- 
enth century used the straight rasp 
made of Iron similar to the modern 

type

DINGER OF ANIMAL DISEASE 

Expert Supplies Legislature With 
Important Statistics— Burdens Tot 

Heavy For Pension Funds — Legisla- 
tion of Social Character Is Piling 

Up— Classification of Property Taxei 

Already there are slana of coolness 
between Governor Walsh and Martin 
M. l-omasney , the acknowledged 
Democratic leader of the legislature. 

Whether or not this will later de- 
velop into an open break In the regls- 
lature is a matter that Is causing no 
little speculation In the state house. 

Lomasney is not doing much talk- 
ing. Hut l lie other day he Inquired 
how the governor Intended to put his 
railroad plans into practical effect. 
And the ward 8 leader has not so far 
been a frequent visitor at the execu- 
tive chamber. He has never been on 
terms of close Intimacy with John 
Meattey, the governor’s secretary. 

Lomasney has said not a word to 
the new governor yet about the mat- 
ter of appointments In which, ot 
course, he will be vitally Interested. 
Hut has has freely told the Walsh 
men that t)iey should cherish no hos- 
tility against Governor Foss, whom he 
praises as a man who put the Demo- 
cratic party on its feet. 

The Walsh men are deeply inter- 
ested In the legislature, where Ixj- 
masney reigns supreme, for they are 
talking quietly about the United 
States senatorship at such lime as 
Senator Lodge resigns or finishes hi< 
term. The governor is not the lirst 
choice of the ward 8 leader for the 
Democratic candidate for United 
States senator. 

Animal Ailments 

The bureau of animal industry Is 
trying to impress upon the legislature 
the increasing danger of animal dis- 
ease, anil il Is providing exhaustive 
information upon the whole subject. 

Dr. Langdon Frothinghain has ex- 
amined the brains of seventy-one 
dogs, six cals, a cow, a gnat and it 
squirrel. Of these he has found that 
tifty-four dogs, four eats and the 
goat had the rabies. As a result of 
this examination the commissioner 
urges that owners of animals use more 
careful observation than ever before 
and make prompt reports to the ani- 
mal authorities of the presence ot 
anything suspicious. Sixty-two per- 
sons were bitten during the year by 
raldd animals. 

There have been 1630 horses discov- 
ered with glanders, and of those lost’! 
wore killed. The number of herds of 
cattle inspected in 11)13 was 30,666 as 
against 31.670 the year before. The 
number of neat cattle inspected was 
334,062 as against 233,348 the year 
before. The number of cows inspect- 
ed was 158,116 as against 166,510. 
There were 2729 rattle quarantined, of 
which 1207 were condemned and 
killed. From without the state 446 
rattle were condemned and killed and 
no compensation was paid for them. 
In addition forty-two swine were re- 
ported as afllicted with tuberculosis 
and killed. 

Shaky Pension Funds 

The pension commission, whose re- 
port is expected within a few days, 
has been having a difficult time in its 
effort to systematize the pension 
schemes existing into a pension sys- 
tem. The net result of their efforts 
will undoubtedly he a request for a 
continuance . 

Hut the study of pensions has de- 
veloped some information not unlike 
that which was developed by a study 
of the pension schemes existing in 
New York. The information is that 
pension funds have been so un- 
scientii’call) established that many of 
the funds are not capable of bearing 
the burdens placed upon them. That 
I means in the course of years serious 
embarrassment in the handling of the 
whole pension system. Over in New 
York several of the funds were found 
to be absolutely Insolvent. 

The powers of the system extend 
to a study of the whole pension ques- 
tion in all its phases. Attention is to 
be paid to the matter of age pensions, 
for which there is an ever increasing 
demand The chief trouble with the 
whole pension matter in a general way 
Is that all of the demands are for uon- 
contributaiy schemes, and there are 
this year several bills in the legisla- 
ture to cum out this idea. 

Overloaded With Welfare 

Senator Ha/.eley’s committee on sn- 
rlal welfare is taming its laurels by 
having an increasing amount of work 
placed upon it A year ago the com- 
mittee was created to relieve tip judi- 
ciary committee of some of ttie purely 
social questions that were thrown 
upon it. Slice a s|teclal committee 
was named, however, the amount ot 
legislation of social character has 
practically doubled. 

It was thought that free meals for 
school children and widows’ pensions 
were a long step in advance. Hut 
now there is a serin is proposition be- 
lore the committee of asking a city 
or town to pay lor the clothing ot 
school children and to pa> their fares 
to sclicol 

This bill comes before the commit- 
tee with a referendum, and m -.-i leg- 
islators do not lixe to oppose legi la- 
tion with a referendum upon it Bit 

the successive steps toward state pa- 


ternalism hni caused some of the 
thoughtful n. ember* of social welfare 
to pause In astonishment at the strides 
which this kind or legislation Is mak- 
ing. 

The Classification Tax 

The constitutional amendment fot 
the elnssllleation of property for tax- 
ation ts already coming forward as 
one of the big questions of the legis- 
lature. This matter has been widely 
discussed for a number of years. 
When Governor Foss first took hts 
sent he said that it was one of the 
biggest matters that any legislature 
could consider. 

The Massachusetts constitution 
says that tnxes shall be equal Hnd 
proportional. That means that nil 
property, whether real estate or per- ! 
sonnl, must lie taxed at the same 
rate. The securities of domestic 
corporations are exempt front taxa- 
tion, hut these corporations pay a 
tax upon real estate and machinery 
and the tnx Is sent back to the mu- 
nicipality where the real estate and 
machinery Is located. Hut the bur- 
den tails upon the holders of securi- 
ties In foreign corporations. It means 
that if it holder of this class of 
securities Is receiving 4 percent on a 
foreign security, he may have to pay 
half his income In tnxatlon. 'Inc re- 
sult is that individuals ns well ns 
executors nnd trustees are reluctant 
to make any declaration to the as- 
sessors on their securities and a large 
amount of such securities are there- 
fore untnxed. To what extent this 
becomes true is shown by the special 
report of the tax commissioner, who 
says there are $5,000,600,000 worth of 
property in Massachusetts upon which 
no tax is collected . 

The Foss Plan 

The plan of Governor Foss was to 
have a constitutional amendment tin- 
dor which a law could he enacted 
taxing 5 percent on income Instead 
of taxing at the usual rate which 
would in many cases run from 33 to 
50 percent of income. 

The plan of Governor Foss was 
tnodilied by Speaker Walker, who 
urged that while the income tax was I 
all right there should still be a right I 
to tax principal. The amendment thus > 
modified was killed. 

The domestic securities have been 
given an artllicial value because of 
the tiix upon foreign securities. That 
has meant a large Investment in such 
securities as Heston and Maine. Hut 
these securities for other reasons have 
been depressed, and large sums have 
been lost. The holders of these se- 
curities are therefore less opposed to 
tlie constitutional amendment than 
they were. 

The Brilliant CooMdge 

Senator Calvin Coolidge, now tresi- 
dent of the senate, is day by day giv- 
ing promise of being one of the most 
brilliant men that ever graced the 
chair of the upper branc’ 
philosophic address when 
being widely quoted from on 
the state to the other. He is 
ing it up with a quick transaction ot 
business that promises to snrpais the 
quickness of President Greenwood. 
An observer who visited the state 
house t lie other day, and wio has 
some intimacy with legislative undies, 
remarked that Coolidge handies the 
■machinery of the senate with a 
smoothness that is hardly less than 
astonishing. 

Manufacturing In Towns 

One of the most surprising pieces 
of information in t lie study that Chief 
Oettemy lias been making of state 
manufactures lias entirely escaped at- 
tention. It is t ho increase of manu- 
facturing in towns. Tlte total value of 
goods produced in towns is somewhat 
more than one-fourth of the total 
product of the state. It was $433,- 
267, sib in 1912 as against $405,828,- 
455 in 1911. This was an increase of 
over 6 percent. The town of Peabody, 
lirst in the state in t ho manufacture 
of leather, increased its product value 
from $16,171,089 In 1911 to $19. 
465,879 in 1912. Tlte towns of At- 
tleboro and North Attleboro, en- 
gaged principally in the manufacture 
of jewelry, had a combined product 
of $23,135,798. In Watertown the 
value of goods produced showed a 
slight decline. Framingham in- 
creased her product value from $7,- 
125.362 to $8,518,687. Substantial 
Increases are shown for the towns of 
Leominster and Walpole, and for (lie 
hoot and shoe towns of Weymouth. 
Rockland, Hridgewater, Hraintrec 
and Hudson, as well ns for the tex- 
tile towns of Plymouth and M«*- 
tliueli . 

Worse Than War 

Edward T. Houve, compiler of war 
records, in a letter to Adjutant Gen- 
era) Pearson, declares that the past 
year lias he. n In all ways tlte most 
laborious of all which have passed 
sitic<* Die work began In 1900. Tlte 
change of the pension laws, the car- 
rying out of tlie gratuity act with its 
amendments, and the great conse- 
quent volume of information required 
by tlie commission on gratuities lias 
brought about many inquiries con- 
cerning tlie standing of soldiers and 
sailors of the Civil war. 

A proposed additional amendment 
to the gratuity act seems likely to 
pass at tliis session of t ho general 
court, with aprobable result that quite 
court, «ith a probable result that quite 
to light. 

Vocational Training 

Bather a striking extension of the 
idea <if vocational training is sug- 
gested in a bill filed by Mrs. George 
K Ladd to provide tor the teaching of 
elementary agriculture. cooking, 
sewing and woodworking in the rural 
schools "t tlte commonwealth. 

This whoie matter is in the baud 
ot the state hoard of education now 
apd the In aid l as not favored push 
ing this trt.ining down into the el* 
uieutary schools.

I ii|iplled for admission in a cir- 
cle of the brotherhood and was duly 
received as a member. 

The ulhlllsts fullilled the men nitty; of 
their name by ussussluatiug those iu 
power who stood In the way of their 
object. If a person was to he re- 
moved the circle drew lots to decide 
who should do the deed. I had scarce- 
ly Joined when it was decided to dis- 
pntch Hie then minister of (lie interior, 
who was leaving no stone unturned to 
liti n t out our members and scud litem 
either to Siberia or the gallows. When 
this move was decided upon and it was 
announced that one of our number 
was to lie selected by lot to dispatch 
the minister I lirsl fully realized that 
I had not got into a society of mys- 
teries. hut one of death, and when I 
drew the fatal number that compelled 
me to become an assassin, in all prob- 
ability saerltleing my own life as well 
as that nf the man I was appointed to 
kill. I saw (lint a choice of two met It- 
ods of death was permitted me— either 
to jlle doing my work or be hunted 
down by an emissary of tin* society 
and killcil. 

I managed to keep up a show of 
resolution before m.\ fellow members 
of the circle, appearing to accept the 
duty that had fallen to my lot. I went 
home conscious that I would lie watch- 
ed from the moment I left the meeting 
to see (hat I made no attempt to shirk 
lay work, once in my room I began to 
t'liuk what I should do. 

All my nature revolted against com- 
mitting what to me was murder. I 
had joined the society, as 1 have said, 
not from a desire to emancipate Itiis- 
sla, but because I had been caught by 
the mystery surrounding it. I resolv- 
ed at once that I would choose death 
rather at the hands of my companions 
titan by being cut down as an assas- 
sin. Hope is never extinct in youth, 
and I hoped to get out of liiissin bv 
eluding those who were watching me. 
If I could do fids I might reach some 
distant land America or Australia in 
which, by changing my name and al- 
tering my appearance. I might be dead 
to tile world 

To lay plans and take measures to 
assassinate a government official of 
high rank in Itussia reipiired time. 
What I decided upon was to pretend 
to enter upon the preliminaries of my 
■ work as though my Intention was to 
carry It out. In this way I would at- 
1 tempt (o disarm suspicion and have 
the better chance for flight. I look my 
father into my eoniidenee. giving him 
to understand that lie was to divulge 
the situation to no one. not even a 
member of i lie family, lie was. of 
course, crushed by the news, but offer- 
ed me what 1 needed— money to carry 
out my plan of (light and siiliseipieut 
vanishment from the world. 

lie was of assistance to me in an- 
other way. I had a sister a year 
younger Ilian myself, who much re- 
sembled me. My father secured a 
passport for her to leave itussia ou 
(lie ground that lit* Intended to send 
her tu Merlin to study music, our 
plan was fur me t<» pass the border 
dressed In her clot lies and under her 
passport. I needed only to secure a 
woman's wig. which m.v father bought 
for me. My heard was scant and of 
so light a color t Ini t when closely 
shaved it was not noticeable, especial 
ly under a v eil. Having purloined and 
put on my sister's Hollies- fortunately 
she was just my height and bid my 
fattier an affectionate adieu. I sallied 
forth in tin- middle of (lie afternoon 
and went by a roundabout route, do 
lug some shopping by the way. to tin* 
railway stutiofY reaching it Just in 
time to make a through train. 

Knowing tlie watchfulness of the 
members of tin- nihilist circle appoint 
i<d to sec that I did not escape. I fear 
ed every moment to see some one of 
them spying upon me Hut my plan of 
personating my sister was an admira- 
ble one. and I doubt not that though 
my home was being watched when 1 
made my exit the watcher was deceiv- 
ed to think that it was she who was 
going out. I had no trouble in passing 
the border under my passport, but that 
I had boson to go through in the 
night gave me a great advantage I 
breathed freer when I found myself 
rolling along on German soil. Dut real 
Ized that a lifelong peril was in stor* 
for me. 

1 laid no baggage with tue. so on 
regi Ling Merlin I provided myself 
with some la* fore going to a hotel. 1 
bought a portmanteau and tilled it 
will, new clothes, telling the store- 
keeper that they were for my brother, 
who was an invalid and could not 
therefore come for them himself. Hav- 
ing uni le my purchases. I hired a room 
in a hotel where I changed my up 
parol and waited out through a side 
loot- without attracting any attention 
leaving my feminine garb iu tin* room 
kloliig straight to a railway station, i 
took a train for Hamburg, whence I 
sailed for tile I tilled Suites, under the 


tunic of Deter Mi h o ski. entering 
my icsldeir e as M.-u-.-'x. iu liiissluu 
I 'ohind. 

It hud been agreed bciwt-cn my 
father and myself that lie was to 
write no from time to time, provided 
lie could do so without giving a clew 
to my whereabouts. Ills lirst letter 
was to be iiddressts! to me as Deter 
Mleludowski at t In* point where I 
would laud ai the general delivery 
of Hie poslolllce. I remained there till 
I received a letter from him posted 
from VIlMirg. a town in Finland. not 
far from St. Petersburg, lie Informed 
me that Impilrles had been made for 
me at home by strange persons, and 
doubtless the inipilrers were nihilists. 

It was evident to me that I lie circle 
would semi out a description of me to ; 
agents In other countries with or- 
ders to Ionite me If possible. I knew 
that they regarded America ns the I 
principal refuge for such outcasts front 
their organization ns I. because there 
Is no government spying on strangers 
here us there Is a broad I took the - 
risk of answering my father's letter, 
but when the time came round for a 
reply to my missive 1 received one 
making no mention of mine whatever. 

I was terror stricken, for I knew that 
my fellow nihilists had been watching ! 
my fat Iter's mall— doubtless having 
confederates iu the postoffice- and had 
secured my letter. 

I now saw that I must sever the last 
link that bound me to the past the 

link bet wet i.vself and my father. I 

had by lids time learned a little Kng- 
llsh and changed my name to one that 
would not betray my Russian origin. 
Since I spoke Drench quite well. I 
chose Antoine dti Hois, though 1 soon 
turned the Antoine into Anthony. 
Leaving my quarters at dead of night. 

I was nevqr again seen there, but In a 
few days appeared in t lit* city of Den- 
ver as 1 >u Ihiis. 

Dor several years I lived a nomadic 
life. The money my father had given 
me having been exhausted. 1 hired 
myself out wherever I could And work 
to do Sometimes it was clerical, 
sometimes menial. At one time I drove 
it cal). I would stay in a place lill I 
met some one whom I had known in 
Russia or. pretending to be it secret 
agent of the nihilists, get in with Rus- 
sians who were real agents and dis- 
cover that they had my real name ami 
were ordered to inform upon me if 
found. I'uder such circumstances l 
found it difficult to get employment. 
Hearing of new discoveries of gold In 
the west. I hogged nml worked my 
way I hero and been me a prospector. 

How I happened to become the pos- 
sessor of n gold mine has nothing to 
do with this story. I sold it nml. put- 
ting my lot-tune into thousand dollar 
banknotes, placed them In pockets In- 
side my clothing, which 1 arranged 
myself, and went east. 

Dive years laid now passed since I 
left Russia. The nihilist movement 
was still in progress, having not yet 
led up to the revolution. I was tired 
of remaining in hiding nml. having the 
wherewithal b> enjoy life, determined 
to change my outward appearance be- 
fore the world and live In accordance 
with my means. This, of course laid 
me more liable to detection by my ene- 
mies, hut I preferred to take the risk 
rather than he continually trying to 
avoid some one. I lived in New York 
lit a fashionable hotel. 

I had resided there about a year 
when one evening ii servant approach- 
ed me with a card, saying that a lady 
was waiting for me in a private par 
lor. Tin* name on the card was Sophia 
PnlznA’, and in pencil was written "a 
friend of your sister's." The tempta- 
tion to speak with a connecting link 
wit Ii dear ones at home was too great 
for me to withstand. I fought It for 
n few minutes, then yielded. Going 
to the appointed place, a young lady 
met me. addressed me by my real 
name and said that before leaving 
Russia she had been Informed by my 
sister that she had it brother who had 
disappeared, and she suspected he was 
in Ajuerlca. She laid given the Indy a 
photograph of me. with the reqmstt 
that if she met me to bog me to come 
back to my family. 

It seemed from this that iny sister, 
having never been informed by my fa- 
ttier as to tin* cause of my disappear- 
ance. had Innocently given me away. 
Had she done so. or had the nihilists 
got it out of her? 

Sophia won my eoniidenee. I was 
hungry for the society of some one 
who knew me for my real identity. I 
did not let her know that I was a 
fugitive under a linn of dentil. I told 
her th it I had left Russia with a view 
to make myself independent of uiy fa- 
ther and pledged her to write nothing 
to Russia coiieel'liillg lilt*. She believ- 
ed. or pretended to believe, my story 
ii ml made the promise. 

With Sophia I'nlzuA for a constant 
companion. I drifted gradually buck 
into the condition of u living man and. 
being with her continually, came to 
love her. One evening 1 drove tier 
out in my car. and w hen we were pass- 
ing through a wood I told tier of the 
ban that rested upon me and begged 
her to help me bear it us my wife. 

I could see that she was moved by 
some powerful emotion. 

"if 1 do." she said, "there will tie 
two of us under sentence of death in- 
stead of one." 

"What do you mean?" I gasped. 

"1 was sent to America by the nihil- 
ists to kill you." 

That was many years ago. Sophia 
and I have lieen living together since 
then as man and wife. Dor many 
years we succeeded in losing ourselves 
in the heart of Soutli America. When 
the revolution took tin- place of nihil- 
ism the hitler in its earlier form pass- 
ed away During the last few years 
we have not scrupled to slew our 
selves in our true identity to the 
world. Hut we are now old. The 
best part of our lives was passed iu 
bidiug.

Sunday lav Question Again 
Coming lo the Front 

NAINES IS MOP NOTGHER 


Hold. Record For Introduction ot 
Blll^— Economy and Efficiency Com- 
mittee Hands Out Big Dose of Read- 
ing Matter — Solons Not Impressed 
by Impending $10,000,000 Slate Tax 

A disposition to tinker with tho 
Bundny laws is being; displayed 
throughout the legislature. For live 
years the Sunday law question has 
been allowed to sleep. 

Mul now Representative Dulntleld ot 
Lenox lias a hill to legalize Sunday 
tlshlng, Representative Callahan ot 
Hoston wants no Sunday shows unless 
they are free, and Senator Clark of 
liiockton is willing to have an admis- 
sion fee charged for Sunday shows 
l.ut thinks that one-half the pro- 
ceeds should go to some charity. 

These three measures come very 
near to the point of major surgery on 
the Sunday laws. The old law used 
to he alKiut as Senator Clark would 
now have it. But It was changed In 
s.ich a way that the chief of the dis- 
trict jiollce could grant a license to 
any show that he thought suiiable for 
persons to witness on Sunday, and 
the proprietor of the show could keep 
the proceeds. 

Chief Whitney announces now Mint 
he has permitted no Sunday dances 
or. the stage nnd that he has given 
his O. K. only to conservative pro- 
grams. 

He declares that the old laws led to 
the formation of bogus charities which 
existed only lor stage purposes. 

The bill to legalize Sunday fishing 
Is not likely to get far. Those who 
want to llsli on Sunday are not seri- 
ously troubled anyway. 

In fact it is about as easy to (Ish on 
Sunday as it is to play golf or ten- 
nis. The only requisite is that it 
must not be done in view of the pub- 
lic. 

“Ben” Holds Record 

Representative “lien" Haines ot 
Medford holds the record of the legis- 
lature for the introduction of bills. 
He has presented upon his own peti- 
tion seventy measures, besides a 
number of measures on the petition 
of other people. 

Mr. Haines finds now that he has 
hills in almost every committee that 
holds meetings at the state house. 
His legislative career for 1914 is very 
largely up stairs and down stairs. He 
starts early in the morning and when 
shadows begin to lengthen he finds 
himself still giving instruction in 
legislation. 

Representative Kdwnrd Carr ot 
Hnpkinton, a Progressive on his first 
year, is a fairly good second, with 
nearly forty bills to his credit. 

Senator Horgan of Boston is right 
along there too, with thirty-seven 
measures. This indicates why there 
is more busness than ever this year. 

The Toughest Yet 

The toughest report to read that 
lias beeen sent to the legislature for 
many a day is t lie lirst report of the 
committee on economy and efficiency. 
It deals with the (inuncial condition 
of every department in the state ad- 
ministration . 

Where an appropriation lias been 
asked for the commission steps in 
with comment and correspondence 
either for or against. There is 
practically t lie correspondence of one 
year packed snugly in the report, 
which is set in nonpareil type, that is. 
newspaper size. For winter reading 
it cannot be surpassed. 

The legislative committee on ways 
and means has had this dose of st 
finances handed to it in bulk and tin* 
members of the committee are really 
beginning 10 understand what their 
Jobs are to tie. 

The State Hai the Price 
House Chairman "Tom" White ot 
the ways and means committee an- 
nounced wiili his customary drawl the 
other day that he guessed his literary 
efforts were not being appreciated. 

What Mr. White meant was that 
his warning letter to the members ot 
the house that there was a smart lit- 
tle state tax ol $in .Onn.nnn in sight 
had not made a wonderfully deep im- 
pression upon his colleagues 

Mr. White had been looking ovei 
one of the financial bills. Most ot 
them are for salary increase.- and for 
new places in the public service. He 
says that in all the time he has been 
in the house there never have been 
so muny bills of this character. There 
probably Isn't a class of otiicials in 
the state that has forgotten to look 
for recognition from the legislature 
this year. And Mr. White himself 
is an offender, perhaps, for he favors 
an increase of salary for the governor 
from $soou to $12,000 and for the 
secretary ol the governor trom $2o0U 
to $4000 . 

Training Policy 

There is a renewed demand for a 
state university. But it does rut come 
liom thus. a|io can boast of any ex- 
j>ert knowledge upon tne subject. 

Few people who urge that ther- 
should be such an institution .-trip t 
realize what the educational laoi i'ies 
really art- in Mas-achuae'ts . lit sides 
the lug cnlleg* - and univ.-r-jti,- t e e 
are evening classes for men who have 
no time nor money tor day study \ u 
application to the state board ol edu 


Ject would prove helplul to any am- 
bitious person. 

Now the state board ts studying out 
a policy of rearing teachers to teach 
industrial and trade subjects. The 
state agricultural college nt Amherst 
provides the finest opportunity in the 
countty for training for men who wish 
to settle in Massachusetts and raise 
provisions for the market in Boston 
and other big centres. 

The new Idea In this state now is to 
train and educate those who will be 
encouraged to develop the resources 
ot tile sta.e. When Governor WaDh 
laid emphasis upon tills thought a 
short tt lie ago he drew fr mi the state 
educators a wealth of favorable com- 
ment. 

Hut those who are working upon tin 
question believe that this is best done 
without the establishment of h big in- 
stitution. 

As to the Reporters 

Speaker Cushing lias been seriously 
worried by u stray complaint that 
there are men in the press gallery 
who ought to lie excluded from talking 
with members during lio,is>> session- 1 
when those members are in their 
seats. 

Tills eomplaint ts one of the off- 
spring of the New Haven Incident, 
where it was found that there were 
several neswpaper men on the New 
Haven payroll. It seems that there 
nre legislators who are fearful of be- 
ing subjected to undue itilluence. 
"Protect us," is what one man said 
to Mr. dishing. 

To the candid observer there ts 
considerable hysteria In this. And it 
will wear off as the session progresses 
and It ts found that no legislator Is 
likely to degenerate Into "damaged 
goods" by any conversation he may 
have with a legislative reporter. 

But the new rule will stand that if a 
reporter expects to do any outside work 
he must receive the approval or the 
rules committee. It is not as harsh 
as the rule in Washington, where 
newspaper mpn are forbidden to take 
any other employment, hut it Is suf- 
ficiently rigid to prevent any further 
New Haven surprises. 

Relieving Supreme Court 

Pulling business away from tho su- 
preme court is one of the practices of 
the lawyers this year. In all prob- 
ability there will lie a hill passed to 
have appeals in will cases go to the 
superior court. It is understood that 
the supreme court wants this done 
and that Chief Justice Aiken of the 
superior court is willing to have it 
done. 

Then again Chief Justice Bolster of 
the Boston municipal court is pressing 
his measure to give the appellate di- 
vision of li is court, created two years 
ago, the right to take cases of law 
n way from ihq supreme court. This 
is a reel novelty and It seems likely 
to go through. 

These measures would take awry 
quite a bundle of matters from the 
supremo court. 

Instalment Houses 

The furniture instalment houses are 
quite in evidence at the state house 
tills year and they want to he further 
protected. Their leases read to the 
effect that the lessee, If he moves 
property bought on tho instalment 
plan, forfeits his right to it. 

Bui the problem sometimes Is to 
tin «l the property. This has been in- 
creasingly difficult since the multipli- 
cation nt the kitchenette apartment. 

And so these houses are asking 
that every mover of furniture shad 
report to the city or town clerk every 
removal he makes, and that these re- 
ports shall be made public. 

Hobbs Getting Discouraged 

Senator Clarence Hobbs, who is 
looking out lor things on t lie commit- 
tee on judiciary, is getting discour- 
aged. He says that there are more 
fantastic tilings in the committee th;iu 
he has ever seen before, lie was a 
great deal puzzled when the grave- 
stone manufacturers came forward 
and asken mat they be given a lien 
upon all unpaid for stones. While 
the manufacturers seem pretty well 
lined up for the hill there is precious 
little chance that it will go through 
the committee. The present laws 
forbid a person taking away any 
property from a cemetery. Hut this 
measure would give one t ho light to 
go to a grave and take the stone 
away. It is the oddest kind of a lien 
that was ever proposed in this state. 

Another bill before judiciary makes 
it impossible for a man who has been 
convicted of a crime after be is 21 
years old to hold any public office. 

This measure also is an innovation 
nnd is regarded as quite political It 
probably will not be adopted. There 
are many more measures equally curi- 
ous, us well as the broad run of 
questions which, if tes'ed, would 
probably be found to be unconstitu- 
tional 

Progressives Are Observant 

The Progressive members of the 
legislature are active and observant. 
They are keeping close watch u|»on 
their fellow members to see how the 
attendance runs at committee hear- 
ings, and how members stick to the 
sessions of the senate and house. 

This, of course, is all right. But 
the idea is a little different from the 
idea of the past, when tha utmost 
freedom of action was accorded. 

Just the oilier day one of the Pro- 
gressives expressed great astonish- 
ment at the tact that a member of one 
i*f t tie old parties had missed iwt con- 
secutive committee tn^eHug* and 
flue, sessions "f me branch io which 
lie belonged .

A Guileless Chinese Artist. 

In the fourth century A. I). there 
lived In China an artist who was also 
a poet.

Wall Papers and Light. 

"The good lighting of a room de- 
pends not only on the disposition of 
the lights so as to produce an ade- 
quate Illumination and on the proper 
shielding of the lamps so as to avoid 
needless glare, hut on the nature of 
the wall surface on which the light 
fulls," said Professor Sllvanus Thomp- 
son of London "Even when the Illu- 
mination that is received hy the walls 
Is ample the room may he badly lit If 
the walls absorb too much of that 
Illumination Instead of giving It hack 
by diffuse reflection. Few people are 
aware how much light Is thus wasted 
and thrown 11 way. 

"The deep scarlet and crimson wall 
papers now fashionable for dining 
rooms waste from 70 to 75 per cent; 
brown paper wastes about 85 to 88 
per cent: even an ordinary yellow or 
buff wall paper wastes 50 to 00 per 
cent. On the other haitd, white car- 
tridge paper absorbs and wastes only 
about *J0 tier cent of the light, while a 
whitewashed wall absorbs from 30 to 
40 |)er cent." 

Thumbs of the Apes. 

The gorilla and chimpanzee, which 
belong to the higher order of apes, 
have many points of resemblance to 
man, hut there is one thing they can- 
not do that is. twiddle their thumbs. 1 
In the gorilla the thumb is short and 
does not reach much beyond the hot- 1 
tom of the lirst joint of the forefinger. . 
It is very much restricted in its move- 
ments. and (lie animal can neither 
twiddle his thumbs nor turn them 
round so that the tips describe a circle. 
There are the same number of hones 
In the hand of a gorilla as In the hand 
of a man. hut the thumbs of the mon- 
key have 110 separate flexor or bending 
muscle This Is why a monkey always 
keeps the thumb on tile same side as 
the lingers and never bends It round 
any object that may be grasped. In 
the gorilla tile web between the lingers 
extends to the second Joint, the lingers 
taper to the tips, and there is a callos- 
ity on the knuckles on which the ani- 
mal rests when walking ou all fours.

ON THE FARM

One of the beat preventives of scratches 
in horses Is to keep the feet clean, if 
mud Is permitted to dry on the fetlock ir- 
ritation Is likely to ensue. 

Trees should ne made to send their 
roots deep Into the soil, in order to fortify 
themselves against drought. This Is done 
liy draining the soil and by plowing the 
orchard rat Iter deep. 

When a stormy day comes, spend a few 
hours looking ov er the garden seeds for 
the coming season. See that they are not 
being affected by dampness nor by exces- 
sive heat. The mice may lie helping them- 
selves. 

If desired, parsnips may be allowed to 
remain In the ground all winter. They 
should lie covered in the fall with clean 
straw. After tlie early spring thaw they 
may he removed, washed, and stored in n 
cool place. 

Gold and severe weather is hard upon 
animals ns well ns upon mankind. Men 
have the advantage in as much as they 
are aide to take steps to make themselves 
comfortable, while animals are dependent 
entirely upon the kindness of others. 

Always test the hen on china or nest 
eggs before setting. Use Insect powder 
freely to exterminate lice w'lieu necessary. 
February, March and April are the best 
months for hatching. If several liens 
are set iti one room, it is desirable to con- 
iine them in good nests. Straw and hay 
make good nesting material. 

“Keep tlie nest clean, and provide one 
nest for every four hens," is the advice to 
farmers and poultry men, by tlie depart- 
ment of agriculture. “Gather tlie eggs 
twice a day, and keep them in a cool, dry 
room or cellar, and market them at least 
twice a week. 

The eggs of several orchard pests are 
quite conspicuous in winter, and they may 
be easily picked by hand and then burned. 
Tlie hard gray mass of the teut caterpl'- 
lar's eggs, the pendent cases of the haa 
worms, and the Hat, white cluster of tlie 
Tussock moth's eggs, may lie readily seen, 
and these pests are best controlled by 
such attention in winter. 

Be sure that the male at the head of tlie 
Hock is pure bred. Pure bred poultry 
means uniformity of products. Uniform- 
ity of products means increased profits,' 
if products ure carefully marketed,” ad- 
vises tin- United States department of ag- 
riculture to farmers and poultrytnen, in 
order that they tnay get the most profita- 
ble results from poultry raising. 

With almost all ground to he planted to 
corn, it is well to plow under some dead 
or green vegetable mHtter, and to work 
and mix the same well after plowing. 
Burning cornstalks, stubble, weeds uml 
surface trash Is running in the face of 'de- 
feat with the summer corn crop. Corn 
stalks should lie cut up line and all plowed 
under, and the same should tie done with 
all weeds and other trash. They will 
soon rot in tlie soil, mid become available 
summer food for tlie corn roots, besides 
improving tin* general condition of tlie 
soil for easy working and better holding 
I of moisture.

Illumination by Phosphorus. 

Phosphorus Is sometimes used for il- 
luminating purposes, but the light Is 
rather dim. The method is as follows, 
and It is serviceable when means of 
striking a light are not at hand: Take 
a long and narrow vial of the whitest 
and clearest glass, put in a piece of 
phosphorus about the size of a pea. 
upon which pour some olive oil heated 
to the boiling point; fill the vial about 
one-third full and then seal the vial 
hermetically. To use it remove t lie 
cork and allow the air to enter the 
vial, and then recork It. The empty 
space In the bottle will then become, 
luminous, and the light obtained will 
be equal to that of a dull lamp. As 
soon as the light becomes weak Its 
power can lie Increased by opening the 
vial and allowing a fresh supply of air 
to enter In winter It ts sometimes ; 
necessary to heat the vial between the 
hands to Increase the fluidity of the 
oil. Thus prepared the vlnl may he 
used for six months.

The same spot of ground Is the thenter 
of a second drama of vegetable feroc- 
ity. While the fungus is destroying 
the insect at Its routs the rata vine 
grows upward by twining about some 
trt*e of less rapid growth and in (lie 
end strangles Its support and main 
tains thereafter a tree existence of Itu
